A review of the HONOLULU RECORD newspapers from December, 1918, through May 26, 
1949, by the writer, showed that the Subjeet had written against racial dise 
crimimtion, had attacked the Un-Aneriean Activities Comaittoe, and the Marshall 
Plane In the issues from June 23, 1949, through Jammry 19, 1950, Subjeet had 
opposed the Territorial Loyalty O&th for employees of the Territory of Hawalie 
He also objected to Senator HUGH BUTLER's report to Congress on stat ehood for 
Hawaii in which BUTLER stated that Communism was a menace. DAVIS also pre- 
dicted depression and blamed Sig business"for preparing for a new world war in 
order to maintain profits, He condemned the Atlantic Pact. He aecused the 
FBI of being an agency used to spy upon those who disagree with the status quo 
of "big business." He attacked PHILIP MURRAY and the CIO as tools of "big 


business." He denounced the conviction of eleven Communist leaders in New 
York and condemned anti-Communist hysteria in Ameriea, 
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The House Committee on Un-American Activities, in a report on the HONOLULU 
RECORD, dated October 1, 1950, stated on page ll: 


"When Mr. DAVIS! column first appeared in the RECORD in May, 19h9,. 
the RECORD boasted that the author was a member of the national 
executive board of the Civil Rights Congress. The organisation 
is cited as Communist by Attornay General TOM CLARK as well as by 
tke Committee on Un-American Activities. Mr. DAVIS has signed a 
number of statements in behalf of Communists under the sponsorship 
of the Civil Rights Congress; one of these defended was GERHART 
EISLER, notorious Communist international agent who escaped jailing 
for passport fraud by fleeing to the Soviet seetor of Germany. 


"Other front organizations of the Conmunist Party with which Mr, 
DAVIS has associated include: American Youth for Demoeracy, Abraham 
Lincoln School, National Federation for Constitutional Liberties, 

, League of American Writers, the National Negro Congress, and the 
Hawaii Civil Liberties Committees" 


It should be noted that all of the above have been designated by the Attorney 
General as Communist organizations DTE within the purview of Presidential 
Executive Order 9835. 


The House Committee on Un-American Activities » in its report on the HONOLULU 
RECORD, published October 1, 1950, describes FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS as the 
author of & regular weekly column in the HONOLULU RECORD entitled, "Frankly 
Speaking." Page 10 of this report states: 


"Mr. DAVIS! column defends Communists and ataeks eapitelisn 
with the same vigor as columns appearing regularly in the 
DAILY WORKER and other frankly Communist publications." 
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A review of the HONOLULU RECORD, February 9, 1950, through October 12, 1950, 
showed DAVIS had attaeked the CIO for backing the Atlantic Pact, had expressed 
disappointment at the perjury conviction of HARRY BRIDGES, President of the 

ILWU, had attacked the work of the House Un-American Activities Committee in 
Hawaii, and had stated that intervention by the United States in Asia was for 
the purpose of preserving the rule of the imperialists. In one issue he 

stated he had signed the World Peace Appeal issued in Stockholm, Sweden, although 
he knew such action to be subversive. In the January 25, 1951, issue of the 
HONOLULU REGORD, DAVIS stated the United States was interested in starting a 

war while Russia was expanding peace-time production. 


In the July 26, 1951 issue, he attacked the United States Department of Justice 
for being anti-Negro. He stated that capital pumisbment was a device used to 
maintain white supreme. In the April 17, 1952 issue of the HONOLULU REOORD, 
he ectlaimd PAUL ROBESON as a great artist and one who was called "free" by 
millions of the oppressed,

Disarmament; and was against U. S, War Economy, Tidelands Oil Bill, 
Smith Act of 19l0, and the naming of JAMES F. BARNES as a delegate 
to the U. N. because of Racism and White Supremacy.

Guardian", published by the Weekly Guardian Associates, Inc., 17 b7D

The 1949 report of the California Committee on un-American 
Activities cited the "National Guardian" as a publication Launched 
in New York in 1918, aiming at National Circulation which they found 
to be from its inception notoriously Stalinist in its staff, writers, 
management and content. 


The report of the Commission on Subversive Activities 
to the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii dated March 1953, 
states the following regarding the subject: 


"FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS, an identified member of the Communist 
Party and a resident of Hawaii since December, 1948, has been a 
weekly contributor to the pages of the "Honolulu Record" since 
May, 1949. His column, entitled 'Frank-ly Speaking,' has been 
devoted to unrelenting and unmitigated complaints of racial dis- 
crimination in the United States.

in & printed program of a dinner celebrating the first anniversary of 
the American Youth for Democracy, October 16, l9ll, Frank Marshall Davis was listed 
as one of the spohsors. He sent greetings to the Second National Convention of 
the American Youth for Democracy in New York City, June 13-16, 1946, as shown by the 
"Proceedings" (p. 35) in which he was identified as Executive Editor, Associated 
Negro Press, l 


In 19lh, the Special Committee on Un-American Activities cited tho 
American Youth for Democracy as the new name under which the Young Communist League 
operates (Report 1311, March 29, 19hh, page 102). It was again cited by this 
Committee in 1947 as a front formed in October 1943 to succeed the Young Communist 
League and for the purpose of exploiting to the advantage of a foreign power the 
idealism, inexperience, and craving to join which is characteristic of American 
college youth. Its "higb-sounding slogans" cover "a determinad effort to disaffect 
our youth and to turn them against religion, the American home, against the college 
authorities, and against the American Government itself" (Report 271, April 17, 
1947). The Je S. Attorney General cited the American Youth for Democracy as sub- 
versive and Communist (press releases of December h, 1947 and September 21, 1918). 
Tt was redesignated on April 27, 1953 pursuant to Executive Order ids 10h50. 


The Abraham Lincoln School was cited by the Special Committee on Un- 

American Activities as the successor of the Workers School and as a "Communist 
educational medium" in Chicago (Report 1311, March 29, Ih, page 82). The U. 8. 
Attorney General cited the school as an adjunct of the Communist Party (press 
release, December lh, 1947), and it was redesignated April 27, 1953 pursuant to 

cutive Order No. 10450. Prank Margnall Davis entertained at the Abraham Lincoln 
School, as shown in a bulletin for short courses issued by the School, May 22-June 
30, 194i. In testimony before the Committee on July 21, 1947, Walter S. Steele 
named Mr. Davis as a member of the faculty, Abraham Lincoln School (Public Hearings, 
page 52). 


Frank Marshall Davis was one of the sponsors of a National Conference 
on American Policy in China and the Far East, as shown on the "Call" to tne Confer- 
ence held in New York City from January 23 to 25, 1948. He was identified in this 
source as Assistant Editor, Chicago Star. The National Conference on American 
policy. . . was cited as Communist and "a conference called by the Committee for 
a Democratic Far Eastern Policy" by the U. 8. Attorney General (press release of 


July 25, 1949); the Committee for a Democratic Far. . . was also cited as Communist 
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by the Attorney üaceral (press release, April 27, 1919) yer was dane ee, 
April 27, 1953 pursuant to Executive Order No. 10h50. . 


In 1941 Frank Marshall Davis signed a news release of the National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties dated December 26, l9hl; he signed a 
statement of the organization opposing tha use of injunctions in labor disputes, 
&s shown in an advertisement that appeared in the New York "Times" for April 1, 
19h6 (page 16); he also signed a statement of the organization hailing the War 
Department's order on commissions for Cammunists, as reported in the "Daily 
Worker" of March 18, 19h5 (page 2). 


The National Federation for Constitutional Liberties was cited by 
Attorney General Francis Biddle as "part of what Lenin called the solar system of 
organizations, ostensibly having no connection with the Communist Party, by which 
Communista attempt to create sympathizers and supporters of their program! (Con- 
gressional Record, September ah, 19h2, page 7607); The U. S. Attorney General 
cited the Federation as subversive and Communist (press releases, December h, 1947 
and September 21, 1948 and it was redesignated on April 27, 1953 pursuant to 
Executive Order No. 10450. 


The Special Canmittee on Un-American Activities cited the National 
Federation as "one of the viciously subversive organizations of the Communist Party" 
(Report of March 29, 1944, page 50; also cited in Reports of June 25, 1942 and 
January 2, 19h3); the Committee on Un-American Activities reported that it was among 
a "maze of organizations!" which were "spawned for the alleged purpose of defending 
civil liberties in general but actually intended to protect Communist subversion 
Par any penalties under the law" (Report of September 2, 1947, page 2). 


The "Daily Worker" of August 12, 1936 (page 3) listed Frank M. Davis 
as a contributing editor of "The Spokesman," official organ of the Youth Section, 
National Negro Congress. Ur. Walter S. Steele testified before the Committee in 
public hearings on July 21, 1947, as follows: "According to Communist reports, 
police raided the meeting of the labor division of the (National Negro) congress : 
at the (Tenth) convention, arresting 37 of its members. Listed among those it claims 
were taken to jail were , . . Prank M. Davis. % (Public Hearings, page 9h). 


"The Comaunist~-front movement in the United States among Negroes is 
known as the National Negro Congress. * * #The officers of the National Negro Con- 
gress are outspoken Communist sympathizers, and a majority of those on the executive 
board are outright Communists." (Report of January 3, 1939, page 81; also cited in 
Reports of January 3, 1940; June 25, 1942; and March 29, 19h). The organization 
was also cited as a Communist front by the U. S. Attorney General (Congressional 
Record, September ah, 1942, pages 7687 and 7688) and as subversive and Communist 
by the Attorney General (press releases of December h, 1947 and September 21, 19165). 
The crganization was redesignated on April 27, 1953 pursuant to Executive Order No. 
10h50, 


Tus "Daily People's World" of October 26, 1947 (page hi) named Frank 
Marshall Davis as one of the sponsors of a National Conference of the Civil Rights 
Congress in Chicago, November 21-23, 1947; he signed a statement of the Congress in 
defense of Gerhart Eisler ("Daily Worker," February 23, 1947, page 2); a paid -` 
advertisement of the Congress that appeared in the. Washington (D. .) "Post™ on 
May 20, 1947 (page 13) carried the name of Frank M. Davis as one of those who 
Signed a statement of the Congress in defense of the Communist Party.

He signed a letter of the Congress, scoring the Subversive Control Act of 1918 
("tDaily'Worker," April 26, 1948, page 1). He also signed an Open Letter to Con- 
gress, endorsing the defeat of the Mundt Bill (H.R. 5052), as shown in a full- 
page advertisement in the Chicago "Sun-Times" on May 11, 1958 (page 37). 


The Civil Rights Congress was cited as subversive and Communist by the 
U. S. Attorney General in lists furnished the Loyalty Review Board and released to 
the press by the U. S. Civil Service Commission, December h, 1947 and September 21, 
1948. In the Committee's Report on the Civil Rights Congress, it was cited as 
an organization formed in April 1946 as a merger of two other Gommunist-front 
organizations (International Labor Defense and the National Federation for Con- . 
Stitutional Liberties); "dedicated not to the broader issues of civil liberties, 
but specifically to tne defense of individual Communists and tne Communist Party" 
and "controlled by individuals who are either members of the Communist Party or 
openly loyal to it" (Report 1115, September 2, 19l7, pages 2 and 19). The 
organization was redesignated on April 27, 1953 by the U. S. Attorney General, 
pursuant to Executive Order No. 10h50. 


Frank Marshall Davis was a member of the League of American Writers, 
as shown in "Tne Bulletin" of the League (page 6); the Summer (1938) issue of "The 
Bulletin" listed him as Treasurer of the Chicago Chapter of the League. He signed 
the "Call to the Fourth Congress, June 6-8, 191, New York City, v sponsored by 
the League. (See "New Masses," April 22, 1941, page 25; and a leaflet entitled 
"In Defense of Culture. u) 


In three of its Reports, the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
cited the League of American Writers as a Communist front (Reports dated January 
3, 1940; June 25, 19h42; and March 29, 19hh). "The League of American Writers, 
founded under Communist auspices in 1935 * s * in 1939 - 3 began openly to 
foliow the Communist Party line as dictated by ine foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union. * 3 4 The overt activities of the League of American Writers in the last 
2 years leave little doubt of its Communist control.“ (U. S. Attorney General, 
Congressional Record, September 2l, 19l?, pages 7685 and 76806.) U. S. Attorney 
General, in his letters to the Loyalty Review Board, cited the League as subversive 
and Communist (press releases, June 1 and September 21, 1948) and it was re- 
designated on April 27, 1953 pursuant to Executive Order No. lOlibO. 


The "Daily Worker" of July 23, 1948 (page 11) reported that Frank 
Marshall Davis attacked the arrest of Communist Farty leaders; he was identified 
in this source as Executive Editor, Associated Negro Press, Chicago, Ill.

On November 12, 1953, Confidential Infornant— of known 
reliability, advised that subject had a subscription to the "National

The 1949 Report of the California Committee on Un-Amerioan 
Aotivities cited the "National Guardian" as a publication launched in 
New York in 1948, aiming at national circulation,which they found to 
be from its inception notoriously Stalinist in its staff, writers, 
management and content. 
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The report of the Commission on Subversive Activities to 
the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, gated March 1955, states the 
following with regard to the subjects 


"FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS, an identifidd member of the Communist 
Party and a resident of Hawaii since December, 1948, has been a 
weekly contributor’ the pages of the Honolulu Record! since 
May, 1949. His column, entitled 'Frank-ly Speaking,' has been 
devoted to unrelenting and unmitigated complaints of racial 
discrimination in the United States. DAVIS has revealed himself 
to be a bitter opponent of capitalism and a staunch defender of 
such prominent Communists and Communist sympathizers as PAUL 
ROBESON, W. E. B. DuBOIS, LANGSTON HUGHES, HOWARD FAST, MARY 
MoLEOD BETHUNE, EARL B. DICKERSON, CAREY McWILLIAMS, ROBERT . 
MORSE LOVETT, HERBERT APTHEKER, and A. CLAYTON POWELL. Nor has 
DAVIS confined his inflammatory racial propaganda to the columns 
of the Honolulu Record! alone. His story, 'Hawaii's Plain 
People Fight White Supremacy, appeared the November, 1951 
issue of 'Freedom,' a tabloid publication emanating from New 
York City, whose treatment of inter-racial problems strikingly 
conforms to Communist Party policy. The chairman of the 
editorial board of 'Freedom! is PAUL ROBESON, an identified 
member of the Communist Party. l 


"On March 3, 1947, while DAVIS was employed as executive

MARSHALL DAVIS had started to work as a salesman, selling calendars 
and other advertising specialties for The Osborne Company, 1888 
Kalakaua Avenue, Honolulu. According to informant, DAVIS sells ‘she 
Osborne products along with his own paper line. 


On April 13, 1956, reported that as of April 7, 1956, 
DAVIS had discontinued his business under the name of Oahu Papers 
and intended to file for bankruptcy. 


A review of the records of the Referee in Bankruptoy, 
Honolulu, on May 9, 1956, reflected that FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS 
had filed a petition in bankruptcy on April 30, 1956. In his petition 
DAVIS alleged secured claims against him in the amount of $8,851 
and unsecured claims in the amount of $9,806.78. Subject noted 
that the Liberty Bank, Honolulu, held a $6,100 mortgage on his home 
at Hauula. Subject claimed personal property in the amount of 
$2,20l. Subject also noted that on September 21, 1955, he had

However, none of the 13 reluctant 
witnesses not appearing presently on the Security Index 
have been active in Communist Party or front activities 
within the past several years. 


Bureau advise is, therefore, requested as to 
whether the mere refusal to testify before the Subcommittee 
at Honolulu, in the absence of other derogatory information, 


is sufficient to have these individuals again placed on the 
Security Index of this office.

I. BACKGROUND 


On November Ee 1957, Confidential Informant 
reported that FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS is residing with hi 3 
and children at 2994 Kalihi Street, Honolulu. Informant Ae 
explained that the DAVISES have apparently patched up their \ 
marital difficulties, and FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS has advised ^" at 
him that his wife is expecting a child in the early winter y ^ 
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of 1958. Informant pointed out that for the past six 
months the DAVIS couple has had a great deal of marital 
difficulties. In May 1957 DAVIS advised informant that he 
intended to divorce his wife. Shortly thereafter the DAVIS 
couple appeared to be reconciled and Mrs. DAVIS consulted a 
social worker. Thereafter informant reported that DAVIS 
tet he believed his wife was a psychopath with a father 
fixation. 


In the middle of July 1957 the couple became 
estranged and subject moved to the Atkinson Drive YMCA, In 
late August the couple again began living together. Informant 
stated that DAVIS has advised him that his wife had been 
keeping company with a Mainland musician who was employed in 
a Waikiki night spot. Informant stated that the musician had 
departed for the Mainland and apparently the couple had 
reconciled. 


On November 27, 1957, Confidential Informan b2 
reported that DAVIS is employed as a salesman by The Osborn 
Company, 1888 Kalakaua Avenue, Honolulu. b7D 


II. EVIDENCE OF COMMUNIST PARTY ACTIVITY 


It is noted that a review of the files of the 
"Honolulu Record" reflectsthat DAVIS last wrote his column 
"Prank-ly Speaking" in the May 16, 1957 issue of that news- 
paper. 


On June 25, 1957, Confidential Informant [ reporte 
that he had leamed that DAVIS was no longer submitting his 
eolumn to the "Honolulu Record" because he had been having 
marital difficulties. 


On December 4, 1957, Confidential Informant| 
reported that he had seen DAVIS a few weeks previous for a 
brief conversation and DAVIS had remarked that he nded 
to resume writing his column in the near future. who 
was æa member of the Communist Party both prior and subse- 
quent to World War II, related he had no information of any 
recent Communist Party or Communist Party front activity on 
the part of subject. 


On November 27, 1957, Confidential Informan 
explained that during September of 1957 DAVIS had advise 
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him that staff members of the "Honolulu Record" had been 
advised that negotiations were underway for the International 
Longshoremen's and Warehousemen's Union (ILWU) to purchase the 
"Honolulu Record" and operate it as a biweekly newspaper. 
Informant stated that DAVIS has recently advised that the 
Union will not decide on the purchase of the paper until after 
termination of the present negotiations in the sugar industry. 


Informant states that DAVIS had reiterated that he still | 
intends to return to the "Honolulu Record" as a columnist 
when the ILWU takes over the paper. 


Informant, who has been familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party front activity, reported he had no 
information of any recent Communist Party or Communist Party 
front activity on the part of subject; however, informant 
related that he does not believe DAVIS has changed any of his 
basic political concepts. | 


Informant pointed out that in a conversation with 
DAVIS during the first week of November he had pointed out 
to DAVIS Khrushchev's statement appearing in local newspapers 
to the effect that the United States would be crushed in the 
event of war with Russia. Informant stated that DAVIS 
declared that Russia wants peace, but when he questioned him 
as to how he could account for Russia's effort to plant seeds 
of dissension in non-Communist countries, DAVIS remarked that 
Russia feels from experience that socialism is the best way 
of life for people and that she will, therefore, do every- 
thing to help bring it about wherever possible. Informant 
stated that during this conversation DAVIS answered him in 
the affirmative when he questioned him if he believed in the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. Informant related that he 
pointed out that such a theory had not worked out in Russia 
but dictatorship had resulted. DAVIS answered by stating 
that socialism cannot be expected to take the same form in 
every country, but that the customs and traditions of each 
country must be considered. DAVIS went on to declare that 
whatever form it did take in this country, the socialist . 
countries would be standing by to assist.

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DETAILS: AT HONOLULU, HAWAII 
I. BACKGROUND 


On September 5, 1963, [J reportea that DAVIS 
still resides at 2994 Kalihi Street with his wife and four 


children. DAVIS is a Salesman for the Wright Company of p2 
Syracuse, New York, working out of his home. He handles 
mainly advertising specialties. He also works as a free- b7D 


lance salesman for other Mainland business firms. 


II, EVIDENCE OF ANY COMMUNIST PARTY (CP) ACTIVITY 


On August 2, 1963, DAVIS was contacted on Waikamilo 
Road and was asked if he was willlng to be interviewed by 
FBI Agents. DAVIS claimed he had no time for an interview 
that date but believed he would be willing to furnish his 
observations to questions that might be put to him. He 
requested that he be contacted the following week to set up 
an appointment. 


It was not until August 26, 1963, when DAVIS agreed 
to a definite appointment and met SA's ROBERT F, RYAN and 
LEO S, BRENNEISEN in Kapiolani Park, Honolulu. At the start 
of the interview DAVIS stated that since first being contacted 
by the FBI, he had come to the opinion that littie could be 
gained from the interview and he did not see where it would 
be to his advantage to talk to Agents. 


He was asked Specifically if he was a member of the 
Communist Party. He stated that as far as he knew, there was 
no Communist Party in existence in Hawaii. He was next asked 
why and when he had broken with the Communist Party. DAVIS 
then went on at length to state that he had never gone on 
record as having been a member of the Communist Party, anc 
he, therefore, did not see what could be gained by answering 
that question. 


DAVIS related that he had been associated with a 
large number of radical organizations in the past, and he had 
been motivated solely by his fight for racial equality. Ee 
took the position that he would "consort with the devil to 
gain his ends," and his end was the fight against racial 
discrimination. DAVIS related that he had been born and 
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reared as a child in Arkansas City, Kansas, where there was 

a great deal of discrimination against the Negro. After 

attending high school in Arkansas City, he went to Friends 

University and later to Kansas State, where he also encountered 

discrimination. DAVIS pointed out that he was unable to go 

out for athletics at Kansas State because of a gentlemen's 

agreement in the conference. After college, he went' to Atlanta, 

Georgia, where he edited a newspaper for some three years and, 

of course, ran into a terrific amount of discrimination. DAVIS 
at the time he was in Atlanta, Georgia, the famous 
case arose. This was also the time of ine [rd 

case, where the State of Georgia asked a death penalty 


for a Negro ed a hunger march on Atlanta. DAVIS

Subject stated that in the middle 1930's he left 
Atlanta for Chicago, where he continued in the newspaper field 
and was employed by the Associated Negro Press. DAVIS stated 
that on departing from Georgia, he vowed that he would never 
again live in the Deep South and undergo such racial antagonism, 


DAVIS then went on to state that individual Negroes 
react differently to stimuli of racial discrimination, He 
points out that & large number of his race cowed by discrimina- 
tion live only for today while another group lose themselves 
in religion. He stated that many Negroes attempt to emulate 
the whlte man while he, himself, chose to fight discrimination, 
seeking aid from any side, even radical groups. 


DAVIS related t at the Associated Press he was 
er official of that 
company. DAVIS claime had chosen to attack 
the Negro problem from the conservative side while he had 
work the other side of the street. DAVIS stated that 

had also been a Government appointee and in 1948 was 


from his Government position. DAVIS stated that 56 
had been accused of associating with many radical 
groups, and he believed these accusations had been entirely biG 


unfounded and [nad merely been accused of activities 
participated in by S. PI 

In discussing the Negro problem, DAVIS stated he 
was aware that in Chicago many of the wealthier Negroes, who 
were looked upon as conservatives, in reality had contributed 
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money to the Communist Party. They had explained their 
actions by stating that if the white man was against the 
Communist Party, they were for it. 


DAVIS was reminded that at the time of the hearings 
held by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee in Honolulu 
in 1956, he had written in his newspaper column the fact that 
the Communist Party was out of existence at that time. DAVIS 
replied that he did not recall whose authority he had based 
the statement on, but to the best of his knowledge, the 
Communist Party in Hawaii had gone out of existence in 1955 
or maybe in early 1956. 


In commenting on the hearings in Honolulu in 1956, 
DAVIS claimed that Senator EASTLAND of Mississippi had aroused 
a great deal of feeling among Honolulu Negroes on his visit 
to Hawaii. DAVIS stated that a certain group of Negroes in 
town at that time had talked of plans to waylay EASTLAND. 
reiterated that this group of Negroes were definitely not 
Communist and were the type of individuals who would not have 
known a Communist from an anti-Communist. 


In commenting on the march on Washington, DAVIS 
stated that if he were on the Mainland, he would, of course, 
hoped to have taken a very active part in the project. He 
Stated he hoped the march was handled correctly and that 
something could be accomplished by it. He stated he believed 
that the danger existed that some "radicals" would incite 
violence and in the end hurt the Negroes fight for equality. 
DAVIS stated he 1s of the personal opinion that the Negro 
is never going to obtain anything without someone of his race 
pushing for lt. He stated it was his personal opinion that the 
march on Washington in 1939 had forced former President 
ROOSEVELT to push the enactment of the Fair Employment Practice 
Act. 


DAVIS was then asked that leaving aside the Communist 
Party backing of the Negro in his battle for equality, would he 
care to comment on their stand on international politics. 
DAVIS stated that he was not an authority for international 
politics, and his main fight had been for Negro rights, and 
any association he had had in the past with radical groups 
was based upon his desire to aid the Negro in his fight against 
discrimination rather than following a certain line in inter- 
national politios. 
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DAVIS, in commenting on the Muslims, stated that 
he, of course, felt that the organization, although growing 
in power, was approaching the problem from the wrong side 
and was almost ridiculous. He stated he believed that during 
the last decade, a new group had arisen almost every five 
years advocating ideas espoused by the Muslims. DAVIS stated 
that when he was in Chicago, he had been aware that Muslims 
were in existence on the South Side in the 1930's. 


DAVIS concluded by stating that he is still residing 
at 2994 Kalihi Street with his wife and four children and 
works as a salesman out of his home.
